THE FATE OF A THIEF.

Tlio curious case of G, S. Edwards, who 
I 


was struck by lightning whiln erasing Iron ] 
hi!!, nt Leadvillb, Colo., on July 4, is attvni.-v 
in;: considerable interest among scientific 
inon. After the (lash, Mr. Edwards remained I 
ui:coiisdous for fifteen minutes before reco.i%-- 
ing ii.s.si«taiieu. The lightning struck him on 
.tho loft ulieulc, mid after knocking out u num- 
ber of his teeth punsod dinscuwl'y across tbc : 
hmuit to tin; right side. It then dcsccmlitl j 
Lho body to Lhu foot, emerging from the right ' 
boot. It passed entirely through tho foot, 
j 


leaving a liolo similar to that mado by n bul- j 
let. Tlio cluthing was torn into fragments, I 
ptirttalis U'inp; found a distance of :iUU feet. 
I3otb of tho boots were entirely destroyed, 
and one of them carried sixty 1'cet away. 


The ground -where the nmn wa.s standing 


IV;LS torn up for a considerable distance. The 
courao Of tho electric current along the body 
was ]narke<l by a black and red streak onu 
and (L half inches wide. Tho worjt eflfec-L ui' 
the streak seems to have been on tliu luiifrs. 
A severe hemorrhage was produce], by which 
u quart of blood was lost. In addition to 
(hcso injuries, tlio surface ot' the body was 
almost covered witb blistuni, the result of 
ugly burilH. ThLs, wo believe, is the first au- 
thentic record of a person being injured by 
lightning at an elevation of lO^iOO feet.

CONVENTION .IN CHICAGO. 


Antl-Egnn nlcn Tat In Somo Vigorous 


Work—A Strong Spoocli for Pamoll l»y 
tlio rroBiillnj Ofllcer—O'Erlon Mnkcs 
a Fow Komnrlcfl—Scoiio* null JncldenU 
—IJritlsh I'rass Tic-ITU. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 19.—So many delegates 


'to tho Irish convention havoso far declined 
to get down oil' tto fonco, that it would bo 
simply romancing to attempt to figure out 
tho prohahlo stroiiKth ot tho two factious 
(r-gun aud anti-Iigan) when thoy moot upon 
tho convention lloor, but it la nono tho loss 
certain tbat tho prospects ot tho opposition 
havo visibly improved and that ovon 
it' 


Ihoy nro not in a majority, the minority 
will ho so rospoctablo in point o£ numbers us 
to command attention to what it has to «iy. 
Tlio delegations from Pennsylvania, Massa- 
chusetts niul How York havo already taken 
such action as to put tuoir position out of 
doubt, and tho action was anti-Egan. 


Tho sensation of AVodnosday morning 


ivaa tho cable letter from Thomas Power 
O'Connor, M. P., in which ho declared 
nmon£ other things that tho- statumonta 
mudo by Kinerty at Saturday's mooting in 
Q^den Lirovo "have shaken Gladstone's 
work more than anything tho Tories and 
Unionists havo said and done pat together." 
No hotter supply of ammunition could have 
coroo into tho possession o£ tho I'almor 
houso committee at a inoro opportune mo- 
ment, and thoy used it for all it is worth 
among tho uninstructod delegates from the 
south and west 


The convolution was called to order at 


Central Music hall at 2 p. m., IVoducsday, 
nnd Patrick Ugaii, president o( tho louguo, 
addressed tho delegates, congratulating them

Thoro novor 


would bo poaco in Ireland without homo 
rulo, and KiiKlish statesmen woro learning

pooplu, perhaps not to nn oasy, but to cer-

OoO had boon forwiu-dod from this country 
to the trufitoo.1 of tho parliamentary fund, 
$'">,ODU ol' which had gladdened 1'arnnll'a 
hoart on tho ovo of tho last election, and 
eiiubU'd Mm to win victories ho could not 
otherwise havo secured.

delegates that tho action o( this convention 
would bo watched across tho Atlantic, and 
it was necessary that harmony should reign 
and aid and comfort bo given to thoso on- 
gaged in tho struggle.

Tjo various passages in tho address worn 


received with enthusiasm. Tho rororonco 
to Mr. Gladstone waa rosponded to with 
cheoro, again nnd again ropoutod, ,ns was 
also tho utatoniont that $.'CO,00(J had boon 
cent from this country in aid of tho parlia- 
mentary party during tho past year. Again 
whon he declared that tho motto on tlio 
walls—"Peaceably If Wo Can; Otherwise 
] 


If A\'o Must"—was tbo only truo policy; the 
only ono tbut Kn^land would respect, and 
tho only one which could plr.co tho national 
cause where it belongs, cheers and counter 
t-heors wero renewed, and thoro woro flhouts 
and "yes" and "no." 
1'rosidont Egan con- 


cluded amid applause, und a clergyman on 
tho platform proposed throe cheers for tho 
tlnx'0 great heroes oJ modern tiinoa— "Wash- 
ington, Gladstone, and 1'nrnoll. There- 
fponso won hearty. Tho ofUciiii call for tho 
convention having boon read, together with 
several letters of apology for. absence, and 
dispatches of sympathy from tho Michigan 
Democratic sttito convention and olsovrljero, 
tho chair announced that in accordance with 
custom tho executive committee rocom- 
mondod Hon. Jndgo Fitzgerald, of Cincin- 
nati, as temporary chairman aud Joha !•*. 
Sutton, of Nobrasta; W. J. Elliott, of Col- 
umbus, and W. Fogarty, of Chicago, as 
temporary sccretarios. Contrary to ex- 
pectation there was no opposition to tho 
selection, and Judge Fitzgerald received 
rouud aftor round of applause whon ho 
assumed tbo prosidentM station. 


When silonco bad boen restored tho tem- 


porary chairman Dogan his speech in u 
strong, souorous voice. 
Ho said that the 


dispatches in tbo American papers Indi- 
cated groat hopes on tho part of Salisbury, 
Churchill [loud hlssos] and a vagabond sot 
of Orangemen, who -woro ashamod of thoir 
country and tuoir raco, thnt this conven- 
tion of Irish hearts and Irishmen would 
commit 
political 
Kuicido and 
disgrace. 


(Cries of "iN'ovor."] On tho other hand, thoso 
thnt thoy lovod in tho old land wero await- 
ing, trembling with foar aud anxiety, for 
tho action of tho convention. 
In propor- 


tion as they smashed thcso hopes and dls- 
po)l«d thoso foara, in that proportion would 
ho tM\ distinguished for tho honor to which 
ho had boon assigned. Pointing to tho tablo 
near him upon tho platform from which tlid 
report of tho United Press was being tele- 
graphed ho asked tho convention to witness 
that as ho spoko his -words woro boin^ 
flashed from tho Atlantic to tho I'aclUc and 
andor tho ocean, aud ho bcggod of thorn 
that tho words spoken during tho progress 
of tho convention bo words of disappoint- 
ment to tho onomios of Ireland [groat op- 
planso), nnd words of choor and consolation 
for tho people who, for sovon centuries, had 
nuircred uuabatod tyranny. .Thoy hail

Irish parliamentary delegation, thoBpoakor 
asked tlio convention to listen to their 
declaration of principles, aud after thoy 
hud spoken to rocord its slniplo, unqualified 
and oturnal approval of what thoy had said. 
Thoy had road in the public press of tho 
probable torriblo light and disaster in tho 
convention. rLaugLtor, and crios of "?\'o, 
no."] Nothing would givo greater pleasure 
to tho enemies of tho race than this.

Ho would bog them that honcotorth thoro 


bo no division or dtoonsions, but that thoy 
allow tho loaders of the homo rulo party tho 
abnoli-,10 control ot thoir own affairs.

would pledge himself to Michael Davitt and 
the delegates from abroad thnt, aftor they 
bad utatod what via.- expected of thoir Itln. 
.Ircd on this side of the water, not ono word, 
sentiment or echo should omanuto from that 
convention, which would not bo in full ac- 
cord with what thoy desired, if any Indi- 
vidual had any grievances to settle, lot him 
auttlo them like a man. 
Ho implored them 


to sit down upon any attompt to create dis- 
sensions in that hall. [Crios of "Shut up," 
and confusion.] In conclusion tha speaker 
mado a strong plea (or poaco, torboaranco 
and good will, and rosumod his scat amid 
uuplause. 


Tlio sensation of tho afternoon waa next 


in store. Alexander Sullivan was recog- 
nized, and all oyes woro turned upon the 
doughty Chicngoan. Ho moved a resolu- 
tion directing tho various delegations to so- 
l«ct thoir representatives for tho committees 
upon Ilnanco, credentials, .resolutions and 


pormiinenl organization, wim :uo proviso 
chut the mcmuM'B of the parliamentary 
delegation ;tud Michael Davltt 
bo placed 


upon tho cominiltob of resolutions. Hesaiil 
that the object of tbis was that tho world 
might behold tbo spectacle ol a perfect 
unity of Irish sentiment, nnd in order that 
there mi^hc not bo a word in tho resolutions 
whioh would give o'.ronso to thoir frlomta 
across tho water. 


For u momont tho convention failed to 


appreciate the fact that tiio administration 
had by Us own action disarmed tho opposi- 
tion cf one of its strongest points, but when 
tho fact dawned upon tho audlonco tho hull 
shook with cheers, and tho resolution ivont 
through with a hurrah. 


After aoino debate it was dociuod tbnt tliij 


delegations proceed to select momuori 01' Uio 
committees, and tho work was quietly dono 
L-y all but tho Now Yorkers, who got Into 
such nn uproar that tho balance of tbo con- 
vention demanded less noiso, and tho Novr 
Yorkers adjourned to tho lobby, wucro tlio 
light was loutlnuod until a secret session 
was ordered und tho members wcro selected. 
Tho trouble was that John Dovoy insisted 
tlmt (Ion. Kerwin, having boon appointed 
by 1'roiiiiontEgan and nocolcctod regularly, 
was not entitleJ to a volco in tho delegation.

i:nmcs ot all tbo crcntuittoamou woro an-

Tho committou on 


eiv:lontiu!s failed to put in an uppo.'iranco 
and it was reported that they wuro still in 
Mjrision with no prospect of Mmir boing ahlo 
to ru|iort until late in tho evening.

Muii wus maile that, tho parliamentary del- 
egation address 
Uio convention, but the 


L'hulnnan stated that Ihoy bud been Invited 
to a reception or tho Ii-iah-Aiiiei-lean L-lnb 
and bogged to bo oxousoJ. 
Armstrong, of 


Georgia, InsIsMi, howovor, that thoy ought 
to say something, and Michael Davit! was 
introducod. 
Tho audlonco rose to its foot 


und cheered for several seconds. He thankocl 
them for their greeting, but said ho had 
nothing to add to what ho had before salJ 
sinco his arrival in Chicago 


William O'Brien, editor of Unltod Iru- 


laud, received an oi'atiou. Ho said that the 
fight in Ireland was by no moans ovt-r. 
Thoro was a good deal o£ rough weather 
and work boforo thorn in Ireland yot. 
All 


ho would usk tbat now as over tho people 
of Amoriro. remain at their backs in the 
light and that thoy oitond to Farnoll, la 
tho tliUlcult and trying times before him, 
as largo a measure ot support as over. 
Tlio 


secret of tho situation was that tho powers 
that bo know that they woro not now dual 
Inc with Ireland in fragments or sections,but 
with a unltod, indostructiblo Irish nation, 
bound together as ono man under a lender 
with whom thoy wore road}1- to marcn to 
tho cannon's mouth. [Loud nnd long-con- 
tlnuod applause, the audience rising to 
Its feet and cheering vociferously.] Thoso 
cheers would ring across tho ocean and toll 
thorn that Ireland wan unltod as u man, 
and that wbon Parnoll gavo tho word "for- 
wnrd," the whole Irish nation and profla 
would Lake up tho word and march llko a 
grand and disciplined army—march over 
tho ruins of landlordism and 
English 


domination in Ireland.

plauso. Loud calls woro m»clo''ior' Mr.

cho convention was about to adjourn whon 
Father O'Brien, of Toledo, pocurod recogni- 
tion.
